Stan Gonta Named 
Prep All-American

Big Stanley Gonta, Torrance High's all-everything
senior lineman, has another honor to add to his impressive
cache today after being honorably mentioned on the Wig

'•- Warn Wisemen's nationally recognized "Prep All America'
football team.

The Wisemen, operating 
out of Oklahoma City, are re 
cognized throughout footbal 
circles as the daddy of-'em-al 
when it comes to selecting 
high school "All Americas".

They announced their 
13th annual mythical squac 
today after reviewing 6,006 
nominations, from sportswrit 
ers from 1,190 daily papers 
and 860 weekly and semi 
weekly publications; broad 
casters from 1879 radio sta 
tions, 615 TV telecasters, and 
nearly 1400 other persons as 
sociated with high school foot 
ball

JIMMATHEWS Gonta>   220 pound 
guard, was nominated by the Herald after a briliant senior 
 eason, and after he had received all-Pioneer League and 
all   CIF (California Intel-scholastic Federation) merits.

The Herald also nominated El Segundo quarterback 
Pete Beathard, who was named to the sixth team.

In all, seven strings were named, plus a whopping 
honorable mention list.

Other well known prep stars from this area receiving 
recognition on the Wisemen's annual team were Willie 
Brown, Mike Giers, and Lonzo Irvin of Long Beach Poly; 
James Valmore of Leuzinger, and Bruce Johnson of Haw­ 
thorne.

Walter Virgel, president of the nomadic Southwood 

Little League, must have his doubts about the All-America 
City.

Virgel's league Is moving for the third time In three 
years, and so far he's having one heck of a time finding a 
place to set up headquarters for the 1060 season.

The Southwood Little League has asked permission 
to use a small portion of 4V4 acre Paradise Park, for a 10 
week season span which would accommodate more than 250 
youngsters 8-12 years of age.

An overwhelming majority of homeowners in the 
Southwood tract favor his league using the Paradise Park 
site, and he has the backing of the Torrance Youth Base­ 
ball Council, and probably the sentiments of every youth 
athletic booster in the South Bay area, but still he meets 
a stone wall in seeking permission from the city to use the 
site.

Last week the city's Parks and Recreation Commis­ 
sion, by a unanimous 5-0 vote (two commissioners were 
absent) spurned Virgel's request for use of the site.

This even though 1594 of 1732 contacted homeown­ 
ers in the tract (85% of the tract owners) had signed a 
petition circulated by the league "hi an effort to deter­ 
mine the sentiments of the entire area of Paradise Park 
regarding the league's use of the park".

A comparatively small group of dissenters opposed 
" ... to allowing any portion of such a small area (4'/a 
acres) to be taken over by a special group".

The dissenters who call themselves the Southwood 
Citizens Committee are fighting the youth baseball people 
tooth and nail.

The final decision however will not come before 
Tuesday, when the "problem" goes before the City Council

But I just wonder if the people who have spent so 
much time and effort battling the building of a "home base" 
for youngsters have ever taken the trouble to write their 
congressmen on taxes, inflation, government spending, the 
water issue, or other taxes, important issues concerning 
every person in the slate and/or this locale.

1 wonder.

Torrance is usually slow getting on the ball when it 
comes to spreading its wings in a new athletic field, but the 
people bringing Pop Warner football to this area this year 
are starting off at a gallop's pace.

Headed by'Jim Mathews, recently elected president 
of a group representing a cross-section of the city's little 
league baseball programs, the popular nationally recogniz­ 
ed boys' tackle football program will be completely setup 
by the end of all-star baseball activity.

Football for boys 9-14 is generally welcomed by the 
coaching staff's of the city's three public high schools, who 
 cho "the sooner you get started the better".

Sports Cars, Bikes Share 
Willow Springs Program

Marly Dickerson of Gardena, 
president of the American Fed­ 
eration of Motorcyclists, said 
today that a first-rate field of 
Grand Prix style racing bikes 
will be on hand for the Willow 
Springs Road Races Feb. 13-14.

"We're very happy to be 
sharing the program with the 
sports cars again," Dickerson 
said. "We've had some great 
races in the past and this could 
bo the beginning of a popular 
new show for both the bikes 
and the sports cars."

Grand prix bike racing dif­ 
fers from oval track racing in 
that the grand prix machines 
are especially designed for 
road race work, and there is no 
restriction on the modifica­ 
tions that can be made to a 
factory machine. A good many 
of the grand prix bikes also 
carry streamlined shells that 
permit them to attain much 
higher speeds.

Some of t|ie big-name bike 
riders expected include Buddy 
1'arriotl on a Triumph, British­ 
er Hon Ellis from Manhattan 
Beach on a Norton Manx, and 
Al Krima of San Diego on an­ 
other Manx.
